This is a complaint under Section 33A of the Industrial

Another dispute I. D. No. 58 of 1955 in which he also is concerned 
is pending adjudication before this Tribunal and since the 
opposite party has altered to his prejudice the conditions of his 
service without the written consent of this Tribunal, he is guilty 
of contravention of Section 33 of the Act. The inanagementhas 
opposed the petition on several grounds and his chief contention 
is that the complaint is not a worker under him and therefore 
not concerned in 1. D. No. 58 of 1955. 
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When the dispute came up for evidence the complainant 
his complaint. He has stated in the petition that his immediate 
appeared in person and filed a petition praying for withdrawal of 
against the opposite party.

(Kerala Branch ) . (Hereinunder called the Union ) had been 
first referred to the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum for adjudi 
cation by the Government of the former T. C. State by order 
L2-15803/ 55 /DD dated 5-8-1955. Subsequently the self same 
dispute was referred to this Tribunal for adjudication by 
Government Order No. L. Dis. 15803/ 1955 /DD dated 16-4-1956 
in respect of the followingmatters: 
(i) What should be the wage rate to be given to the 

workers of theDepot for the verification work done 

in 1953 ? 
(ii) Whether any arrears of wages are due to the 

workers? If so to whom and at what rate are the 

arrears due ? 
2. On receipt of the order of reference I have rigistered the 
Dispute as I. D. 13/56 on my file and issued summons for parties 
on 18-4-1956. The parties entered appearance on 17-5-1956. 
Sri Abdurahim was represented by Sri N. I. Thomas, 
Advocate and the Union was represented by Sri C. Jayadevan , 
Joint Secretary, U. T. U.C. (Kerala Branch ) . The 
Union had filed their claim statement before the Trivandrum 
Tribunal on 14-10-1955. The Management also had filed their 
counter- statement before the same Tribunal on 16-12-1955. Be. 
fore this Tribunal both parties agreed in writing on 17-5-1956 
that they are willing and prepared to continue the dispute from 
the stage where it was left. Accordingly . I proceeded with the 
adjudication . The Union has filed their replication before me 
on 17-5-1956 . Both parties had also filed their list of documents 
and schedule of witnesses.When evidence was being taken , both 
parties applied on 14-8-1956 stating that as the matter was likely 
to be compromised, they wanted some time. Consequently five 
adjournments were granted and ultimately it was posted to 
15-10-1956 . On that day neither , Shri Abdurahim nor his 
Advocate was preserit. Sri C. Jayadevan who was present for 
the Union submitted that all compromise talks had failed and so 
the adjudication might be expedited . Accordingly the case was 
again adjourned to 7-11-1956 and last notice acknowledgement 
due by Post was sent to Sri Abdurahim to the effect that if he 
failed to appear on 7-11-1956 , the matter would have to be pro 
ceeded with in his absence . On 7-11-1956 also neither Sri Abdu 
rahim nor his Advocate was present. Sri Jayadevan alone was 
present. Due to the continued absence of the Management I 
was constrained to declare themanagment exparte on 7-11-1956 
and posted the case to 27-11-1955 for ex parte evidence. Unfor 
tunately Sri C. Jayadevan was taken ill is the meanwhile and 
removed to Coimbatore . On 23-2-1957 SriM. J. Osman , Secre 
tary of the Landing and Loading Workers Union , Alleppey 
appeared before me pursuant to the last notice issued . 
to the Union and filed an affidavit and 
to the effect that he is competent to represent the Union 
in this adjudication . Thatwas accepted and he was examined 
in this case on 18-3-1957 as WW2. On the whole two witnesses 
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were examined by the Union . The Union has marked Exts. W1 
and W2 and the Management has marked Exts.El and E.2. Now 
I proceed to discuss the evidence adduced before me. 

3. The relevant facts are these. Sri Abdurahim was the 
Contractor who undertook the Food Grains Handling work in 
the Government Food Grains Depot at Alleppey for the year 
1953. Ext. L1 is the agreement he had entered into with the then 
Travancore -Cochin Government on 17-3-53 for the due discharge 
of this work . The members of the Landing and Loading workers 
Union , Alleppey were the registered workers of the Government 
Food Grains Depot and they were engaged by the Contractor 
for the various kinds of handling work . As per the terms in 
Ext. E1, the Commissioner of Civil Supplies shall fix the rates of 
wages for the various kindsofwork connected with the contract. + 
Ext. E2 is the statement showing the rates sanctioned to Sri 
Abdurahim , the contractor for seven items of work by the Com 
missioner of Civil Supplies. Differences arose between the 
workmen and the contractor with regard to wage rates and they 
were successfully resolved in three Conciliation Conferences. 
Exts. W1,W2 and W3 are the memoranda of settlements in con 
ciliation conferences held by the Assistant Labour Commis 
sioner , Alleppey on 20-4-53, 11-6-53 and 8-7-53 respectively. The 
parties to these settlements were Sri C. Jayadevan , and Sri. 
M. J. Osman , Office bearers of the Alleppey Landing and Load 
ing Workers Union on the one side and Sri A. Abdurahim , the 
contractor on the other. Subsequently on 2-10-53 the workers 
were asked to do what was called the " verification work " , and it 
was finished on 13-11-53. This verification is described in 
Group II of the schedule attached to Ext.El as breaking the 
stack , weighing and restacking the bags in the same godown 
within 100 yds. This reweighment was done periodically by 
Government to verify the total weight of the lot with its original 
weight so that the percentage of loss of weight could be esti 
mated. For this verification work the contractor received from 
Government at the rate of Rs. 10 per 100 bags of rice " verified" 
and he gave the employees only at the rate of Rs 5 per 100 bags. 
According to the Union they had received it only as advance and 
later on when they demanded the balance the contractor refused . 
The efforts of the Assistant Labour Commissioner for a settle 
ment in conciliation conferences proved abortive due to the 
adamantine attitude of the contractor and hence it was referred 
to the Tribunal. The Union prayed that the Tribunal may be 
pleased to fix a fair wage for this verification work. The 
Management admits that they have paid only at the rate of Rs. 5 
per 100 bags for this verification work. Their contention is 
mainly that as the work was done on the basis of a contract 
the labour has no right in law to question the margin of profit 
that fell to the lot of the contractor and that in so far as the 
Union has not put up a definite demand their prayer should not 
be allowed and that what has been given to them should be 
deemed to be fair wage. 

4. The only question that remains then is to see whether 
what has been given to the workmen would be fair wage for 


Verification work and whether this Tribunal is competent to 
determine the fair wage in the face of the contention that it is 
purely contractual. I shall answer the latter part of the ques 
tion first. Para 29 (a ) of Ext. Etreads thus : -- " The contractor 
shall pay to the labourers eugaged by him on the work not less 
than the fair wage. Note:-Fair wage" means wage whether 
for timeor piece -work notified at the time of inviting tenders for 
the work and where such wage hasnot been sonotified, the wage 
prescribed by the Commissioner of Civil Supplies for the locality 
work for the different localities, the Commissioner of Civil 
Supplies will acceptwage agreed to by the labour and the con 
tractors concerned to be fair and in case of differences of opinion 
between the labour and the contractors such fair wage shall be 
determined by the Industrial Tribunal". In this case it is evident 
that neither has the wage been notified nor that it has been pres 
cribed by the Commissioner of Civil Supplies. As such accord 
ing to the termsof the contract itself Ihold that the Tribunal is 
competent to determine the fair wage With regard to the ques 
tion as to what should be the fair wage, the Union has not 
furnished any data on which I could rely . WW1 is a workman 
who has been engaged in this work by the contractor. He is a 
member of the Landing and Loading Workers Union. In chief 
examination the Union representative himself asked him this 
question 2020 2021 s (verification ) BONO ADCD @ 1.24

2100870 " @can alsoot 20 mod.OA). This seems to be 
quite reasonable and I accept that as a basis. Calculated on 
this basis the fair wage for verification would be Rs. 6-4-0 per 
100 begs. 

5. Issue i. I find that the workers of the Depot should be 
given at the rate of Rs. 6-4-0 for every 100 bags of rice for the 
verification work done in 1953. Issue found accordingly . 

6. Issue ii. There is no evidence before me as to how many 
workers there were at the Depot or what their names were . As 
regards the arrears the Union admits that the workmen have 
been paid at the rate ofRs. 5 per 100 bags as advance . This is 
not disputed by the Management either. Therefore I hold that 
themanagement has to pay the balance i.e. at the rate of Rs. 1-4-0 
per 100 bags to the workmen whoever they be. Issue found 
accordingly . The arrears thus accruing to the workmen shall be 
paid to them in the presence of the Secretary of the Union and 
the District Labour Officer, Alleppey within one month from the 
date of coming into operation of this award . 


7. I pass this award in terms (indicated above. I make no 
- order as to costs. This award will come into operation from the 
date of its publication in the OfficialGazette .

2. On receipt of the Government Order of reference I took 

my file and issued 
cognisance of the dispute as I. D. 154/56 
summons for parties on 29-11-56 . The parties entered appear 
ance on 21-12-56 . The Union filed their claim statement on 
27-12-56 . The contentions of the Union were these. There are 
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eightworkmen working under the employer. Of these, two are 
drivers, two conductors, two cleaners, one mechanic and one 
watchman. These workmen directly and through their Union 
demanded bonus for 1954 and 1955. The employer refused. 
The matter was taken up by the Labour authorities. On 27-10-55 
a conference of all the parties concerned was held at Quilon at 
the instance of the Labour Officer, Quilon . A settlement was 
reached at in that conference by which the management agreed 
to pay to all their workmen bonus amounting to 81 percent of 
the total annual earnings of the workmen for 1954. No settle 
ment was reached with regard to bonus for 1955. Subsequently 
the management fouted the above said agreement and refused 
to pay any bonus. Conciliation conferences were again held but 
to no purpose. Hence this reference to this Tribunal. There 
fore the Union urged that the settlement dated 27-10-55 should 
be implemented and that for 1955 bonus at the rate of 124 per 
cent of the total annual earnings should be declared . The Union 
also presses for their costs. Three adjournments were granted 
to themanagement for filing their counter statement. Ultimately 
on 21-3-57 the parties arrived ata settlement and the following 
compromise petition signed by them was filed in Court.

Bye-laws 
In these bye-laws, Act" means the Travancore-Cochin Local Authorities 
Entertainment Tax Act (VI of 1951). 

2. These bye-laws shall come into force immediately after their publication 
in the Government Gazette. 

3. The Local Authorities Entertainment Tax Rules, 1951 issued by Govern 
ment under Section 11 of the Act shall be strictly followed . 

4. The Kothakulangara Panchayat shall levy entertainment tax at the rate of 
entertainment held within the Panchayat area unlessexempted specially from payment 
12 1/2 per cent under Section 3 of the Act on all payments foradmission to every 
of tax under Section 7 (1) and (3) of the Act. The tax due for an entertainment 
shallbe paid into the Panchayat Office before 1a Noon on the nextworking day. 

5. (a) Notwithstanding anything contained in the bye-law No. 4. above, 
the Panchayat may compound the tax payable in respect of any entertainment, for a 
consolidated payment 

t under Section of the Act. 
Provided, the consolidated payınentshall be paid in such instalments asmay be 
decided by the Panchayat. 

(6) 

Ordinarily the tax may be compounded for a period of three monthsat 
a timefor amountswhich shallnotbe less than 75 per cent of the probable estimatee 
of tax payable under Section 3 of the Act. 

(6) Any Proprietor or Manager ofan entertainment the tax in respect ofwhich 
is compounded as said above, shall furnish to the Panchayat either a weekly or a 
monthly return as decided by the Panchayat showing (separately for each class of 
payments) the gross sum received by him on account of payments for admission to 
the entertainment. 

6. The Proprietor or Manager of an entertainment or series of entertainments 
shall,not less than three days before the commencement of the entertainment or the 
first of a series of entertainments apply to the Panchayat for permission to hold the 
entertainment or entertainments as the case may be, with full particulars such as : 

1 . 

nameand address of the Proprietor ; 
2. the place, time and duration of the entertainment ; 

classes of accommodation and the rates of payment for admission ; and 

4. the manner in which admissions will be regulated and checked and 
other details as may be called for by the Panchayat. 

Provided the application for permission to hold an entertainment shall be . 
liable to be summarily rejected, if the particulars required bybye-law No. 6, are 
not duly and properly furnished . The Panchayat may grant permission in other cases, 
subject to such conditions and restrictions as the Panchayatmay think necessary, 
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Every permission granted under the above bye-law shall specify the period 
for which and the restrictions, subject to which and conditions, subject to which the 
permission is granted and shall be signed by the Executive Authority . 
entertainment for which“admission will be by tickets, produce all tickets for admis. 

8. ( ) The Proprietor or Manager of an entertainment shall in the case of 
of the entertainment along with a statement showing the numbers oftickets under the 
differentclasses, therate of payment for admission in each class and the particulars of 
complimentary tickets or free passes proposed to be issued ." 

The complimentáry tickets or free passes shall notexceed 5 per cent 
of the seating capacity of the respective classes. 

(2) The Executive Authority shall return the tickets duly scaled or stamped 
and shall make arrantiesfor thecollection and remittance of the tax . All direc 
complied with by the Proprietors of the entertainment. 

(5) In case separate stamps or labels denoting tax are decided to be issued , the 
Executive Authority shall arrange forselling the stamps or labels to the proprietor or 
Manager on payment of the full price thereof. In any case tickets not bearing the 
Panchayat seals or stamp or label shall not be issued for admission to any entertain 
ment by its proprietor. 

10. The Proprietor shall furnish case security as may be decided by the Pan 
chayat to ensure the due and prompt payment of the tax and the security so furnished 
shall be funded to him on remittance of the tax in full or adjusted towards the final 
payment of the tax if he so chooses. 

11. No Proprietor shallwhen once the tax has been compounded under 
Section 4 ofthe Act alter the rate of admission to the different classesof seats and such 
other particulars previously furnished to the Executive Authority without the pre 
vious sanction of the Panchayat. 
12. No entertainmentshall beheld between 2 A.M. and 6 A. M. without the 

sanction of the Panchayat. 
13. (6) The Proprietor shall make necessary arrangements for keeping or 
producing on demand counterfoils of tickets and other documents 
the Executive Authority . 

(1) The Proprietor shall keep a register of payments for admission the tax 
collected ,remitted, in the form prescribed for the purpose, if so required ,by the 

14. The Executive Authority or any person authorised by the Panchayat shall 
cnter any place of entertainment, when the entertainment is proceeding and in any 
place ordinarily used as a place of entertainment at any reasonable time to check the 
tickets for admission or the accounts thereof and see whether the provisions of the 
Act, Rules or Bye-laws are strictly followed . 

15. Breach of any of the Bye-laws shall be punishable with fine which may 
extend to Rs. 50. (fifty) and in case of continuing breach with fine which may 
extend to Rs. 15 (fifteen) for every day during which the breach continues after 
conviction for the first breach .

CHAPTER I 


EMPLOYEES INSURANCE COURTS 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These Rulesmay be called the 
Kerala Employees Insurance Courts Rules, 1953. 

(2) They extend to those scheduled areas to which the Act has been or 
may hereafter be applied under the Constitution , 

(3) They shall come into force on such date as the State Governmentmay, 
by notification in the official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Definitions.-- In these Rules , unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context. 

(a) " Act" means the Employees State Insurance Act, 1948. (XXXIV of 
1948) ; 

(b) " Court" means an Employees Insurance Court constituted under 
Section 74 ; 

(2) " Form " means a form appended to these rules ; 
(d) " Section " means section of the Act ; 

(c) All other words and expressions used herein and not defined shall have 
the meanings respectively assigned to them by the Act . 

CONSTITUTION OF COURTS 
3. Composition of the Court and place of sitting.- (1) A Court shall 
ordinarily consist of one Judge ; Provided that the State Government may, after 
consultation with the Corporation, by notification in the official Gazette appoint 
two or more judges to a courtfor any particular proceeding or class of proceedings 
and for such period asmay bespecified in the notification . 
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(1) Subject to the provisions of rule 6 , a Court shall sit at such place or places 
and at such time as the State Government,may, after consultation with the Corpora 
tion , from time to time specify . 

4. Constitution of the Presiding Olicer of a Civil or Criminal Court 
as a Court. - The State Government may constitute the Presiding Officer of any 
Civil or Criminal Court in the State as a Court for the purpose of the Act and such 
Presiding Officer shall thereupon discharge the functions of the Court in addition 
his own duties . 

5. Distribution of business where there are more Court than one.- 
Where more than one Court is constituted for the samelocal area, the State Govern 
ment may, after consultation with the Corporation by a general or special order, 
distribute business among them . 

6. Fixing of time of sitting etc., where there is one Court for two or 
more local areas.- (1) Where one Court is constituted for two or more local 
areas, the Court shall, subject to the approval of the State Government, appoint the 
time at which the Court shall sit in respect of each local area or in respect ofany 
class of proceedings under the Act . 

(2) A notice of the time appointed under sub-rule (1) shall be published 
in such manner as the State Government may, from timeto time, direct. 

5. Procedure where there are more judges than one.- (1) Wheremore 
than one Judge has been appointed to a Court, the State Government shall specify 
their rank and precedence. 

(2) The senior Judge for the time being shall, from time to time,make such 
arrangements as he thinks fit, for the distribution of business of the Court among 
the Judges thereof. 

(3) When two or more Judges, sitting together, differ on any question , the 
opinion of the majority of such Judges shall prevail ; where there is no majority, 
the opinion of the senior most Judge shall, unless the State Governmentotherwise 
directs prevail. 

8. Abolition etc., of a Court.–The State Governmentmay with the consent 
of the Corporation , by notification in the Official Gazette abolish any Court or by a 
like notification alter the jurisdiction of any Court. 


CONDITIONS OF SERVICE OF JUDGES, ETC. 
9. Appointment, salaries , allowances , etc.- (1) The State Government 
may, appoint a person qualified under Section 74 ofthe Actto be a Judge of a Court. 

(2) A Judge shall receive such salary and allowances as the State Govern 
ment may, after consultation with the Central Government, from time to time, 
determine. 

(3) A Judge shall receive dearness allowance, and other allowances, at such 
rates and subject to such conditions as are applicable to officers of the State Govern 
ment ofa correspondingrank stationed atthe sameplace. A Judge shallbe entitled to 
leave and leave salary under the leave rules which may from time to time be appli 
cable to other State Government servants of similar status and drawing similar 
emoluments. 

(4) A Judge shall be entitled to travelling allowance for journeys performed 
on official business in accordance with the scale applicable to the class of 
officers to which in the opinion of the State Government such Judge belongs 


(s) A Judge shall be subject to such other conditions of service, as the State 
Governmentmay, after consultation with the Central Government determine. 

(6) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rules (2) to (5) the pay 
allowances, and other conditionsofservice of a Judge, ifhe is a person already in the 
service of the Government, shall be such as the State Government may with the 
approval of the Central Government, by general or special order, from time to 
time, determine. 

6 ) Where the State Governnient confers thepowers of a Court on thePrest 
ding Officer of a Civil or Criminal Court, the Presiding Officer may be paid such 
additional allowance as the State Governmentmay after consultation with the Central 
Government, determine. 

10. Appointment of other officers and subordinate staff.-- .- ) The State 
Government may, with the consent of the Corporation , appoint such ministerial 
officers and other subordinate staff as may be necessary for the exercise and perfor 
imance of the powersandduties conferred andimposed on a Court by or under the Act. 

(2) The ministerial officers and the subordinate staff of a Court shall exercise 
such powers and discharge such duties as the Judge or, if there are more judges 
than one, the senior Judge, máy , subject to any order of the State Government, 
from time to time, direct . 

(3) The ministerial officers and thesubordinate staff of a Court shall be subject 
to such conditions of service and draw such salariesand other emoluments and receive 
such benefits as may be fixed by the State Government after consultation with the 
the Central Government. 

ADMINISTRATIVE CONTROL AND COURT SEAL 
11. Administrative control of the High Court.--A Court shall be subject 
to the administrative control and superintendence of theHigh Court, and shall - 

( ) keep such registers, books and accounts as the High Court may, from 
time to time, prescribe ; and 

(b) comply with such requisitions as may be made by the High Court or 
the State Government for submission of service records, returns and statements, 
in such forms and in such manner as the authority making the requisition directs. 

12. Seal.- A Court shall keep a seal of such size , dimensions and design as the 
State Government may direct. 

CHAPTER II 


PROCEDURE AND EXECUTION OF ORDERS 


13. Application.- (1) Every proceeding under Section 7s shall be institute 
by the presentation of an application to the Court. 

(1) Every such application shall be verified in the same manner as a pleading in 
a Civil Court and shall be accompanied by two copies thereof. 

(3) An application under Section 77 shall be presented in Form I shall be duly 
stamped in accordance with these rules, and shall contain the following particulars: 

(i) the name ofthe Courtin which theapplication is brought; 
(1 the full name including the father s name description including age, 

occupation and place of residence of the applicant; 


( ) the full name including the father s name description including age, 

occupation and place of residence of the opposite party so far as they 

can be ascertained ; 
(iv) where the applicant or the opposite party is aminor or person of 

unsound mind, a statement to that effect and the full name, age, 

occupation and address ofhis or her next friend or guardian ; 
(v) the facts constituting the cause of action and the date when it arose; 
(vt) the facts showing that the Court has jurisdiction ; 
(vit) particulars giving the address within the jurisdiction of the Court at 

which notice or sunınons may be served on the applicant ; and 
(vili) the relief which the applicant claims. 

(4) The Court may summarily reject an application if it is not in accordance 
with sub -rule (2) . 

14. Production of documents.- (1) When any application is based upon 
document, the document shall be appended to the application , 

(3) Any other document which any party desires to tender in evideacs shall 
be produced at or before the first hearing. 

(3) Any document which is not produced at or within the time specified la 
sub-rule (1) or (2); as the case may be shall not,without the permission of the Court, 
be admissible in evidence on behalf of the party who should have produced it. 

(4) All sach documents shallbe accompanied byan accuratelist thereof prepared 
in the manner prescribed in Form 2. 

(s) Nothing in this rule shall apply to any document which is produced for 
the purpose of cross examining a wituess or is handed to a witness to refresh his 
memory . 

15. Register of applications.- All applications shall be entered in a Register 
in Form 3 called the Register of Proceedings. Such entries shallbe serially numbered 
for every calendar year according to the order in which the applications are presented . 

16. Place of suing.- In cases not falling under sub-section (1) of Section 76, 
a proceeding against any person shall be instituted in the Court within the local 
limits of whose jurisdiction : 

(a) the opposite party or each of the opposite parties where there are more 
than one, at the time ofcommencement of the proceedings, actually and voluntarily 
resides,or carries on business,or personally worksfor gain , or 

( ) any of the opposite partics,where there are more than onc, at the time 
of the commencementof the proceeding, actually and voluntarily resides,or carries 
on business, or personally works for gain, provided that in such case either the leave 
ofthe Court is given , or the oppositeparties who do not reside, or carry on business 
or personally work for gain, as aforesaid, acquiesce in such institution ; or 

(c) the cause of action , wholly or in part, arose. 
15. Limitation. - (1) Every application to the Court shall be brought within 
twelve months from the date on which the cause of action arose or as the case may 
be the claim became due : 

Provided that the Courtmay entertain an application after the said period of 
twelve months if it is satisfied that the applicant had sufficientreasons for not making 
theapplication within the said period. 

(2) Subject as aforesaid the provisions of Parts II & III of the Indian Limitation 
Act, 1901 (Tx of 1908), hall so far as may be applyto every such applicadou 


18. Application presented to wrong Court.--(1) Where on receiving 
an application it appears to the Court that it should be presented to another Court, 
it shall return it to the applicant after endorsing upon it the dates of the presentation 
and return , the reason for returning it and the name of the Court to which it should 
be presented. 

(2) Where it appears to the Court at any stage subsequent to the presentation 
of an application , that the application should have been presented to another Court 
in the same State, the first mentioned Court shall send the application to the Court 
empowered to deal with it and shall inforra the applicant and the opposite party , 
if he has received a copy of the application under rule (19), accordingly. 

(3) The Court to which an application is transferred under sub-rule (2) may 
continue the 
taken before it, if it is satisfied that the interests of the parties will not thereby 

proceeding as if the previous proceeding or any part of it had been 
be prejudiced . 

19. Issue of Summons.- (1) On receiving an application , the Court shall, 
ordinarily within three days thereof, cause to be sent to the party from whom the 
applicant claims relief (hereinafter referred to as the opposite party ), a summons 
in Form 4 or Forms, as the case may be, to appear and answer the application on 
a day , not later than fifteen days from the date of issue of such summons. 

Provided that no such summons shall be issued when the opposite party has 
appeared at the presentation of the application and admitted the applicant s claim . 

(2) A copy of the application shall also be sent along with thesummons under 
sub - rule (1). 

20. Service of Summons or notice.-- (1) A summons or notice may, on 
payment of the required fce, be sent by the Court by which it is issued, either by 
registered post or in such other manner as the Court thinks fit. 

(2) Where the Court is satisfied that there isreason to believe that the opposite 
party is avoiding service or that for any reason the summons or the notice cannot 
be served in the ordinary way the Court shall order the summons or the notice to 
be served by affixing a copy thereof in some conspicuous place in the Court house, 
and also upon some conspicuous part of the house in which the opposite party is 
known to have last resided or carried on business or personally worked for gain or 
in such other manner as the Court thinks fit and such service shall be as cffectual 
as if it had been made on the opposite party personally. 

(3) Where a summons or notice is served under sub-rule (2), the Court shall 
fix such time for the appearance of the opposite party as the circumstances of the 
case may require. 

21. Additional matters in the Summons.-The Court shall determine 
at the time of issuing the summons, whether it shall be for the settlement of the 
issues only and for for the final disposal of the application, and the summons shall 
contain a direction accordingly , the Court may also call upon the parties to produce 
upon the date any evidence which they wish to tender 

22. Written statement.-- (1) The opposite party may, and, if so required by 
the Court, shall, at or before the first hearing or within such time as the Court 
may permit, present a written statement of his defence along with the documents 
on which he relies and an accurate list thereof in Form 2 . 

(2) Every such written statement shall be verified in the same manner as a 
pleading in a Civil Court and shall be accompanied by two copies thereof . 

(3) In every written statement submitted under sub -rule (1) the opposite 
party shall deal specifically with each allegation of fact alleged by the applicant, of 


which he admits or does not admit or denies the truth . The written statement 
must also contain all matters which show that the application is not maintainable 
and all such grounds of defence as, if not raised , would be likely to take the applicant 
by surprise or would raise issue of fact not arising out of the application as for 
instance,faraud, undue influence or coercion, release, payment, performance or facts 
showing illegality of the transaction. 

23. Failure to present written statement called for by the Court. 
Where any party from whom a written statement is required fails to present the 
sine within the time prescribed by the Court , the Court máy pronounce judgment 
against him or make such order in relation to the proceedings as it thinks fic. 

24. Framing of issues.- (1) At the first hearing of the application, after the 
summons is served , the Court shall, after considering the application and the written 
statement, if any, or after such examination of the parties or any person or any 
document as may appear necessary, ascertain upon what materialproposition of fact 
or of law the parties are at variance, and shall thereupon proceed to frame and 
record the issues upon which the right decision appears to depend. 

In recording the issues, the Court shall distinguish between those issues which 
in its opinion.concern points of fact and those which concern points of law , 

(3) The Court may, in like manner, at any time before passing its final order 
add to, strike out from or in any way amend the issues on such terms as itmay think 
fit. 

25. Order where parties are not at issue. - Where at any hearing of the 
case it appears that the parties are not at issue on any question of law or of fact the 
Court may at once pronounce its final order. 

26. Appearance of parties and consequences of non-appearance.- 
(1) On the fixed in the summons for the opposite party to appear and answer, 
the parties shall be in attendance at the Court in person or by their respective legal 
practitioners or any other person authorised under Section 19 and the application 
shall then be heard unless the hearing is adjourned by the Court. 

(2) When neither party appears when the application is called on for hearing, 
the Court may 

make an order that the application be dismissed . 
(3) Where the opposite party appears and the applicant does not appear when 
the application iscalled on for hearing, the Court shallmake an order that the appli 
cation be dismissed unless the opposite party admits the claim or part thereof in 
which case the Court shall make an order against the opposite party upon such 
admission and where part only ofthe claim has been admitted , it shall dismiss the 
case so far as it relates to the reminder. 

(4) Where the applicant appears and the opposite party after receiving the 
summons fails to appear when the application is called on for hearing, the Court 
may proceed ex-parte. 

(5) Where the application is wholly or partly dismissed under sub-rule (2) 
or (3), the applicant may within thirty days of such dismissal apply in Form 6 for 
an order to set the dismissal aside and the Court shall, if it is satisfied that he was 
prevented from appearing when the proceeding was called on for hearing due to 
any sufficient cause make an order setting aside the dismissal upon such terms as to 
costs or otherwise as it thinks fit and may proceed with the case or appoint a day 
for proceeding with the same: 

Provided thatno order under this sub- rule shallbemade in respect of an appli 
cation which is dismissed under sub-rule 3 unless notice of the application has been 
Served in Form 7 on the opposite party . 


. 


(6) In any application in which an ex-parte order has been passed against the 
opposite party, he may within thirty days from the date of such order apply in Form 
6 to the Court which passed the order , to set it aside and if the Court is satisfied 
that he was prevented from appearing when the proceeding was called on for 
hearing due to any sufficient cause, it shall after serving notice thereof to theappli 
cant in Form 7 make an order setting aside the order upon such termsas to cost or 
otherwise as it thinks fit and may proceed with the hearing of the case or appoint a 
day for proceeding with the sanie. 

27. Summoning of witnesses.-- (1) Atany time after the framing of issues, 
the Court may call upon the parties to produce their evidence in support of the 
issues. 

(2) The Courtmay, on the application of either party, issue a summons in 
Form to any witness directing him to attend or to produce any document. 

(3) The Court may, before summoning any witness on application under sub 
rule (2); require that his reasonable expenses to be incurred in attending the Court, 
be deposited with it. 

28. Grant of time and adjournment ofhearing- (1) The Court may , 
if sufficient cause is shown, at any stage of the application , grant timeto the parties 
or to any of them , and may, from time to time, adjourn the hearing of the appli 
cation . 

(2) In every such adjournment the Court shall fix a day not exceeding fifteen 
days from the date on which such adjournment is made for the further hearing of 
the application and may make such order as it thinks fit with respect to the costs 
occasioned by the adjournment : 

Provided that when the hearing of the evidence has once begun , hearing 
of the application shallbe continued from day to day until all the witnesses in atten 
dance have been examined , unless the Court finds the adjournment of hearing 
beyond the following day to be necessary for reasons to be recorded. 

29. Right to begin proceeding. The applicant has the right to begin 
unless the opposite party admits the facts alleged by the applicant and contends 
that either in point of law or on someadditional facts alleged by the opposite party, 
the applicant is not entitled to the relief which he seeks, in which case the opposite 
party has the right to begin . 
30. Statement and production of evidence.- (1) On the day fixed for 

e application or on any other day to which the hearing is adjourned, 
the party having the right to begin shall state his caseand produce his evidence in 
support of the issues which he is bound to prove, 

(2) The other party shall then state his case and produce his evidence (if any) 
and may then address the Court generally on the whole case . 

(3) The party beginning may then réply generally on the whole case . 
31. Method of recording evidence.- The evidence of each witness shall be 
taken down in writing by the Judge or where there more than one Judge, by the 
junior Judge in the language of the Court, not ordinarily in the form of question 
and answer, but in that of a narrative, and when completed, shall be read over or 

translated, where necessary, in the presence of such Judge to the witness, and such 
: Judge shall, if necessary, correct the same and sign it. 

32. Recall of a witness.-- The Court roay at any stage of a proceeding recall 
any witness who has been examined and may (subject to the law of evidence for the 
time being in force) put such questions to him as the Court thinks fit . 
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33. Inspoction by Court.- The Court may at any stage of proceeding inspeet 
any property or thing concerning which any question may arise. 

34. Pronouncement of order .--- The Court, after the application has been 
heard, shall pronounce its final order in open Court, either at once or on some 
future day, of which due notice shall be given to the parties . 

35. Signing of order . The final order shall be dated and signed in open 
Court at the time of pronouncing it and, whence once signed , shall not afterwards 
be altered or added to, save in the case of clerical or arithmetical mistake arising 
from any accidental slip or omission. 

36. Statement of decision on each issue.- In cases in which issues have 
been framed, the Court shall state its finding or decision , with the reason therefor, 
upon each separate issue, unless the finding upon any one or more of the issues is 
sufficient for the decision of the case, 

37. Compromise of suit.- Where it is proved to the satisfaction of the Court 
that a case has been adjusted wholly or in part by any lawful agreement or com 
promise, or where the opposite party satisfies the applicant in respect of the whole 
or any part of the subject matter of the case, the Court shall order such agreement, 
compromise or satisfaction to be recorded , and shall pass a final order in accordance 
therewith so far as it relates to the case. 

38. Finality of Order. - Save as provided in Section 82 the order of a Cowt 
shall be final and binding upon the parties. 

COSTS , DECREE ETC. 
39. Costs.- (1) The costs of and incidental to the application shall be in the 
discretion of the Court, and the Court shallhave full power to determine by whom 
or out of what property and to what extent such costs are to be paid, and to give 
all necessary directions for the purposes aforesaid. The fact that the Court has no 
jurisdiction to try the case shall be no bar to the exercise ofsuch powers. 

(1) Where the Court directs that any cost shall not follow the event, the Court 
shall state its reasons in writing. 

40. Contents of the decree.- (1) A decree in Form 9 shall be prepared in 
conformity with the order made by the Court ; itshall contain the number of the 
application, the names and descriptions of the parties, and particulars of the claim , 
and shall specify clearly the relief granted or other determination of the proceeding. 

(?) The decree shall also state the amount of costs incurred in the proceeding 
and by whom and in what proportions such costs are to be paid.. 

(3) The Courtmay direct that the costs payable to one party by the other shall 
be set off against any sim which is admitted or found to be due from the former 
to the latter. 

41. CertiGed copies of order , decree etc. to be furnished .- (1) Certified 
copies of the final order , decree or any other order or matter or record shall be 
furnished to the parties on application to the Court and at their expense. 

(2) If any party requires copies of any order , decree or any other matter on 
record made by or furnished to the Court, as the casemaybe, to be supplied to him 
within fortyeight hours of the submission of an application therefor to the Court, 
heshall pay an additional fee of two rupees for each such copy. 

(3) If any party applies for copies of any order , decree or any other matter on 
record made by or furnished to the Court, as the case may be, after the expiry of 
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twelve months from the date ofsuch making or furnishing, as the case may be, he 
shall pay an additional searching fee of two rupees . 

EXECUTION 


42. Execution.-- (1) Any person in whose favour a decree order has been 
passed shall, within one year from the date of the decrecorder , apply in Form 10 
in the Court which made the order for its execution . 

* (1) On such application being made, the Court shall send the same together 
with the necessary record to a Civil Court of competent jurisdiction , for its exc. 
cution and such Civil Court shall have the same power in executing such decree / 
order as if it had been passed by it. 

41. Communication of fact of execution or otherwisc. — The Civil 
Court to which a decrec is sent for execution shall certify to the Courtwhich passed 
it the fact of such execution or where that Court fails to execute the same and the 
circumstances attending such failure.

44. Fees .--- (1) The fee payable on an application in respect 
referred to in section 75 shall be two rupees. 

(2) Subject to the provisions hereafter mentioned in this rule, the fee payable 
in respect of any other application except a written statement called for by the Court 
under these rules shall be annas eight. 

Provided that the fee for an application for obtaining a copy or translation of 
any document on record or statement, order or decree presented to or made before 
or by the Court, as the case may be, shall be annas two only . 

(3) The fee for copies of any document on record, or, statement or order or 
lecree shall be such as may from timeto timebe determined by the State Govern 
ment after consultation with the Central Government. 

(4) The fee for any authorisation for the appearance of anyperson under Section 
ig on behalf of any of the parties in a case shall be one rupee . 

(s) The fee for filing certified copies of any document in a Court shall be eight 
100as . 

(6) All fees referred to in this rule and rule 41 shall be collected bymeans of 
-surt-fee stamps used in ordinary Courts and no document which ought to bear 
semp underthese rules shall be of any validity unless and until it isproperlystamped : 

Provided that where any such document is through mistake or inadvertence 
received, filed or used in a court without being properly stamped, the Court may, 
document being stamped accordingly the same and every proceeding relative thereto 
hall be as valid as if it had been properly stamped in the first instance, 

(7) No document requiring a starnp under this rule shall be acted upon in 
any proceeding in a Court until the stamphas been cancelled . 

+5. Payment of costs of services of Summons, etc.-- (1) The cost of 
service of summons or notices or the expenses of the witnesses in any case 
or the fee payable in respect of anymatter not referred to in the preceding rule shall

or any other sum of money payable under these rules shall be paid in such manner 
and within such time as itmay specify therefor :

- The Court may, whenever it thinks 
fit, receive and register proceedings instituted under the Act and applicaitons made 
under these rules, by persons who are paupers, and may issue summons or notices 
on behalf of such persons, without payment or on a part payment of the fees and 
costs mentioned in rales 44 and 45

(5) " Danapatram " means a document.written on unstamp 
ed paper evidencing voluntary gift of land to the Bhoodan Move 
ment. 

(6 ) " Donor " means a person who has submitted a state 
ment to the Tahsildar in Forin 1.

IV . (a ) The Tahsildar shall on receipt of the statement in 
Form I and the Danapatram , verify by enquiries whether the 
donorhad the right to abandon or relinquish the land, whether 
the signatures in Form I and the Danapatram are genuine , and 
whether any amount of land revenue due on the land is in 
arrears 

(6 ) If on enquiry , the Tahsildar finds that the dorror had 
no right to abandon or relinquish the land or that the signatures 
are not genuine,he shall drop further proceedings in the matter. 
If the relinquishment is by one of the joint holders of land held 
jointly , it should not be accepted without the consent in writing 
of all the persons by whom the land is jointly held . 

(c) If the Tahsildar finds that land revenue due on the 
land is in arrears , he shall take immediate steps collect the 
arrears before further proceedings are aken . Relinquishment 
of the land will not extinguish the liability for these arrears . 

V. (a) If on enquiry, the Tahsildar finds that the statement 
and Danapatram are in order and that the lands abandoned or 
relinquished have become Government lands within the mean 
ing of Section 2 of the Act , he shall publish the necessary noti 
fication and hear and dispose of objections under Section 4 of 
the Act . The Notification shall be published in the Taluk Office 
and in the Village Orlice of the Village in which the land is 
situated calling for objections or representations within a week 
of such publication . 

(b ) If the objections are accepted by the Tahsildar he 
shall drop further proceedings in thematter. 

VI. In all cases in which further proceedings are taken the 
Tahsildar shall wherever necessary , on requisition by the Com 
mittee, arrange for the survey and sub - division of the land as 
per rules under the Travancore Survey and Boundaries Act or 
the Cochin Survey Act.

DRAFT RULES . 

RULE I. 
Name. 

These rules shall be called " The Travancore-Cochin Aided 
Lower Primary School Teachers Provident Fund Rules" or 
simply " The A.L.P.S.T. Provident Fund Rules." 

RULE II. 
The Object of the Fund . 

The object of the fund is to improve the position of the 
teachers in the Lower Primary Schools under Private Manage 
ment by securing a provision for them in their old age on retire . 
ment or in case of their death , for their dependants. 

RULE III . 
Scope. 

(a ) The Fund shall come into force from 1-9-1956 . 

(b ) The fund shall be open only to permanent teachers in 
Lower Primary Schools under Private Management. The Cochin 
- Aided Schools Provident Fund Accounts of Teachers in the 
Lower Primary Schools willbe merged with this Provident 
Fund . 
Note : - 

(i) In the case of permanent teachers under training, the 
period of training shall be counted as service in the institutions 
from which they were sent provided they return to those insti 
tulions or to any other institutions under the samemanagemeat 
after training. Subscriptions will therefore be accepted after 
they rejoin duty; for the period of their training and in asmany 
monthly instalments commencing from the date of their rejoin 
ing duty as the number ofmonths of training . 

(ii) Leave on loss of pay and period of suspension if any 
will notbe counted as service for purpose of these rules . 

(iii) All permanent teachers should hold teacher s license 
issued under the relevant rules on the subject by proper autho 
rity or should have at least applied for the license before they 
are admitted to the fund. 

(iv ) Service will be considered to have been terminated 
either on vacating office or on the date on which the subscriber 
enters on leave without allowances, preparatory to termin 
ation of service . 

RULE IV . 
Definitions. 

In these Rules unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context: 

(i) Pay means the pay of the permanent or substantive 
fe appointment held and does not include personal allowance, 

Headmaster s allowance, Dearness Allowance, or other 
ailowances .

(ii ) Words used in the masculine gender to refer to teachers 
shall for purposes of these Rules include women teachers. Any 
other expression employed in these rules which is defined either 
in the P. F.Act, 1925 (XIX of 1925 ) or in the rules in the Educa 
tion Code, is used in the sense therein defined. 

(iii) Subscriber means a teacher who subscribes to the 
Fund at the rates specified in Rule 7 below . 

( iv) Year and Month shall respectively mean the finan 
cial year and month according to the English Calendar. 

(v ) Accounts Officer means the Officer who maintains the 
accounts of the Private School Teachers Provident Funds . 

(vi) Government means the Government of Travancore 
Cochin . 

(vii) Leave means authorised and religible leave with 
allowance. 

( viii) Family means: 

(a) In the case of male subscriber, the wife or wives and 
children of a subscriber and the widow or widows and children 
and children of the deceased son of the subscriber : 

Provided that if a subscriber proves that his wife has been 
judicially separated from him or has ceased under the customary 
law of the community to which she belongs to be entitled to 
main enance, she shall henceforth be deemed to be no longer a 
member of the subscriber s family in thematters to which these 
rules relate; unless the subscriber subsequently indicates by 
express notification in writing to the Accounts Oficer that she 
shall continue to be so regarded . 

(b ) In the case of female subscriber, the husband and 
children of the subscriber,and thewidow or widows and children 
of a deceased son of the sub 

subscriber: 
Provided that if a subscriber by notification in writing to 
the Accounts Officer expresses her desire to exclude her 
husband from her family , the husband shall henceforth be 
deemed to be no longer a member of the subscriber s family in 
matters to which these rules relate unless the subscriber 
subsequently cancels formally in writing her notification ex 
cluding him . 
Note : 

(i) Children means legitimate children . 

(ii) An adopted child shall be considered to be a child 
when the Accounts Officer, or if any doubt arises in themind of 
the Accounts Officer , the Advocate General to the Government 
of Travancore-Cochin State , is satisfied that under the personal 
law of the subscriber, adoption is legally recognised as confer 
ring the status of the natural child but in this case only . 

RULE V. 
Administration of the fund : 

(i) The fund shall be administered by the Director of 
Public Instruction and the Accounts Officer appointed thereto 
will keep the accounts of the Fund . 


(ii) The Governinent shall be the final authority in inter 
preting these Rules and reserve to themselves the right to 
amend, delete or add to any of these rules, whenever they 
consider cecessary . 

RULE VI. 
Procedure for joining the fund. 

Applications from teachers for admission to the Fund shall 
be made in triplicate in Form No. 1 ( annexed) and submitted to 
the Accounts Officer by theManagers of the Schools concerned 
through the Inspecting Oficer concerned . On receirt of the 
applications the Accounts Officer will scrutinise them and if 
found correct, will assign a number to each application and 
return one copy of the application with the number and other 
details noted therein to the Manager through the Inspecting 
Oficer and forward one copy also with the same details to the 
Treasury in which the subscription is to be remitted. 

RULE VII . 
Rates of Subscription. 

The subscription shall be at the rate of 9 pies per Rupee of 
the pay at the time of first joining the fund and thereafter 
as on the 31st March of every year, fractionsof a rupee in the 
emoluments being omitted . Subscription shall be to the nearest 
anna and the accounts shall be maintained to the nearest anna. 
Note : - 

Subscriptions are payable in advance e. g., the amount for 
the month of April should be remitted before the 10th of April 
and so on. 

RULE VIII. 
Subscription durinz Leave or Suspension . 

If a subscriber is on leave with allowance he shall subscribe 
at the above rate on the portion of his leave allowance which 
corresponds to part of his pay only. 
Note: 

1. No Subscription shall be paid for periods under suspen 
sion . If however the teacher is honourably acquitted, reinstated 
and allowed to draw full pay for the period of suspension, 
subscription should be paid for the period on the pay paid 
to him . 

2. Voluntary contributions in excess of the regular 
subscriptions shall not be admissible . 

RULE IX . 
Discontinuance of Subscription . 

If subscriptions are discontinued more than three times on 
any account, the privilege of subscribing to the fund shall 
lapse . 

RULE X 
Contribution by Government. 

The Government shall also contribute monthly an amoun 
equal to the subscription by the teacher . 


RULE XI. 
Rate of Interest. 

Interest at 3 per cent. per annum will be allowed on 
balances standing to the credit of each subscriber ; but the 
Government reserve the right to modify this rate at any time. 
Interest shall be allowed for each calendar month upon the 
minimum balance of the depositor s account between the close 
of the 10th day and the end of the month and shall be calculated 
monthly ; but shallnot be added to the principal until the end 
of the financial year exceptwhen the account is to be finally 
closed . 
Note : 

(i) Interest will not be allowed on fractionsof a rupee. 

(ii) If a depositor dies, retires or quits the service, 
interest will be allowed up to the end of the month preceding 
that in which he dies, retires or quits the service . 

RULE XII. 
Realisation of Subscription . 

Subscriptions from teachers shall be remitted into the 
Treasury by the Manager in Form No. II in triplicate. As far as 
possible there should be only one remittance for a school 
in a month . 

The District Treasury Officer will after the close of the 
month prepare a covering list for all the credits pertaining to 
this fund, attach to it the form No. II pertaining to each 
item of credit and send it to the Accounts Officer in the Office 
of the Director of Public Instruction with a certificate that 
the total amount in the covering list agrees with that credited in 
the accounts under the fund head of account. A copy of the 
covering list shall also be sent with the cash account of the 
month to the Comptroller . 

RULE XIII, 
On receipt of all these lists with the forms (No. II) from 
the Treasury , the Accounts Officer will post the amounts shown 
as realised to the credit of each teacher in the fund 
in the Ledger and will check their correctness with the monthly 
return and schedules received from the Treasuries. He will 
then credit each account with the Government contributions 
for the month by making the necessary adjustments in the 
accounts in his office . 

Rule XIV . 
As soon as possible after the close of each financialyear riz., 
31st March each subscriber shall receive a statement of his 
account with interest made up to the close of March . 
Subscribers shall satisfy themselves, as to the correctness 

of 
these statements and unless errors in them are brought to the 
notice of the Accounts Officer within one month from the date 
of their receipt, Government shall not be responsible for any 
sums not included in the accounts. 
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RULE XV . 
(i) A subscriber shall as soon as may be after joining the 
fund send to the Accounts Officer a nomination conferring og 
one or more persons the right to receive the amount that may 
stand to his credit in the Fund in the event of his death before 
the amount has become payable , or having become payable 
has not been paid : 

Provided that if, at the time of making nomination the 
subscriber has family , the nomination shall not be in 
favour of any person or persons other than the members 
of his family. 

(ii) If a subscriber nominates more than one person under 
sub rule (i) he shall specify in the nomination the amount or 
share payable to each of the nominees in such manner as to 
cover the whole of the amount that may stand to his credit in 
the Fund at any time. 

(iii) Every nomination shall be in such one of the forms 
set forth in the first schedule as is appropriate in the 
circumstances. 

( iv ) A subscriber may at any time cancel a nomination by 
sending a notice in writing to the Accounts Officer : 

Provided that the subscriber shall along with such notice 
send a fresh nomination made in accordance with the provisions 
of this rule . 

( v ) A subscriber may provide in a nomination 

(a ) in respect of any specified noninee, that in the 
event of his predeceasing the subscriber, the right conferred 
upon that nominee shall pass to such other persons as 
may be specified in the nomination . 

(b ) that the nomination shall become invalid in the 
event of the happening of a contingency specified therein , 
provided that if at the time of making the nomination, the 
subscriber has no family, he shall provide in the nomination 
that it shall become invalid in the event of his subsequently 
acquiring a family . 

(vi) Immediately on the death of a nominee in respect of 
whom no special provision has been made in the nomination 
under clause (a ) of sub rule (v ) or in the occurrence of any 
event by reason of which the nomination becomes invalid in 
pursuance of clause (b ) of sub rule (v ) or the proviso thereto , 
the subscriber shall send to the Accounts Officer a notice in 
writing cancelling the nomination together with a fresh 
nomination made in accordance with the provisions of 
this rule. 

(vii) Every nomination made and every notice of cancella 
tion given by a subscriber shall to the extent that it is 
valid , take effect on the date on which it is received by 
the Accounts Officer. 


RULE XVI. 
No other Provident Fund for the benefit of thy teaching 
staff in Lower Primary Schools under Private Management 
is permitted . 

RULE XVII. 
Withdrawals . 

No withdrawals from the Fund will be permitted until 
the subscriber quits or is dismissed from the institution or 
dies . 

RULE XVIII. 
Closing of the Account. 

(a ) Before the amount to the credit of the subscriber in his 
Provident Fund Account less any deduction authorised under 
these rules is withdrawn under the provisionsof Rule XVII an 
application for the closure of the account shall be sent by 
the Manager of the school to the Accounts Officer through 
the controlling officer and the Director of Public Instruction in 
accordance with the procedure as may be prescribed from time 
to time by the Accounts Officer . 

(b ) When a teacher quits the service in the usual course, 
his claims on the fund shall be subject to the following 
conditions : 

(i ) A teacher quitting service after a period of notmore 
than 5 years of service shall receive only his subscriptions to 
the fund together with the interest thereon calculated as per 
rule XI. 

(ii) A teacher who has put in more than five years 
service but not more than ten years service shall receive his 
subscriptions and 25 per cent of the contributions by Govern 
ment together with interest thereon calculated as per Rule XI. 

(iii) A teacher who has put in more than 10 years but 
not more than 15 years service shall receive his subscriptions 
and 50 per cent of the contributions by the Government together 
with the interest thereon calculated as per Rule XI. 

(iv ) A teacher who has put in more than 15 years but not 
more than 20 years service shall get his own subscription and 
75 per cent of the contributions made by Government together 
with interest thereon calculated as per Rule XI. 

(v ) A teacher who has put in more than 20 years service 
shall receive the full benefit ofhis subscription and the contri 
butions by the Government together with interest thereon 
calculated as per Rule XI. 
Note : For purposes of this Rule , the service will be counted 

from the date of permanent employment in any Aided 
School within the State till the date on which the sub 
scriber retires from service in the same or any other 
aided school, provided the period out of employment on 
any one occasion was not more than 3 months. 


(c) When a teacher is made to quit the service for no 
fault of his own or dies, he or his heirs shallreceive the whole 
amount standing to his credit ( vide(e )below ) . 

(d ) When a leacher is made to quit the service for any 
fault on his part, he shall receive the suoscription paid by him 
alone together with interest thereon calculated as per Rule XI. 
Note : This clause will include cases of dismissal, removal 

from service , resignation , quitting service after having 
convicted of an offence involvingmoral turpitude, quitting 
against the interests of the institution and getting incapa 

citated by the teacher s own fault . 

( e) In the event of a teacher s death before or after 
quitting the service but before the withdrawal of the amount, 
it shall be paid to the legal representative of the Estate as 
deterinined by a Civil Court, having competence to pass orders 
in respect, unless a specific declaration in Form No.III (annexed ) 
had been submitted by the subscriber as to the disposal of the 
amount or unless the sum remaining at credit of the subscriber 
does not exceed Rs. 200 when it may be paid to such persons or 
persons as the Governmentmay consider to be entitled thereto . 
Note : The balance, if any , in an account on closing, after 

paying the subscriber shall be credited back to Govern 
ment. 

RULE XIX . 
( i ) When a subscriber is permanently transferred to 
pensionable service under the Government of Travancore-Cochin 
or the institution in which a subscriber serves is taken over by 
Government the account shall be closed as per Rule XVIII (b) 
above . 

(ii) If a subscriber in a Lower Primary School is trans 
ferred to an Upper Primary Section or Secondary Section of an 
Acceded School, in the middle of a year , he should continue to 
subscribe to the Lower Primary School Teachers Fund till the 
close of the financial year in which he is promoted and then 
subscribe to the Acceded School T. P. F. after getting admitted 
to that Fund . 

(iii ) The teacher will not however be paid the amount 
to his credit immediately, but the same will be added to his 
account in the State Provident Fund or the Acceded Secondary 
School Teachers Provident Fund of which he has to enrol 
himself as a subscriber.

the convenience of life except within the public market provided by 
or which may hereafter be provided by the Council.

3. The market held in S. Nos. 9192 and 9294 ofthe Pathiyoor Village shallbe

4. All the markets shall be open to allpersons of both sexes without distinction 
of caste or creed . 

5. (a) No fish ofany sort shall be sold or exposed for sale anywhere within the 
town except the fish market. 

(b) No vegetables or other articles of a perishable nature shall be sold in 
any other place within 4 furlongs of the public market except that market. 
Exemption .---Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prohibit the sale of ripe 

fruits in licensed hotels or tea shops or restaurents. 

(9) The executive authority may prohibit by public notice and with the 
sanction ofthe Council the sale or exposure for sale of any article in or near any 
public strect. 

The markets shall be open every day between 6 a.m. and 10 p.m. 
7. Every one resorting to the markets shall abide by the orders or instructions 
issued by the executive authority or any officer authorised by him to inspect the 
place and issue such instructions. 

8. No putrid or unwholesome articles of any kind shall be sold or exposed for 
sale or caused to be sold or exposed for sale in any of the markets. The executive 
authority or any officer or person authorised by him for the purpose shall be at 
liberty to summarily remove or destroy all such articles and the owner or possessor 
as the case may be shall have no claim for compensation for loss arising therefrom . 
. 9. No article for the sale ofwhich a license is required either from Government 
or from the Council or from the executive authority shall be sold or exposed for 
sale without such license and articles,the sale of which has been prohibited, shall 
be brought within any market. 

to. No person shall hold any sale by auction or carry about or cry article for 
sale in the market for the purpose of attracting purchasers and shall use any bell, 
drum or any noisy instrument whatever. 

11. No person havingany large open or exposed sore or who is afflicted with 
leprosy or a loathsome or contageous disease shall enter the markets nor shall articles 
or fish brought in by such persons sold or allowed to be sold in the markets. Any 
such person may be prevented from entering or be expelled from the markets by 
the executive authority or any officer authorised by him in that behalf. 

12. No person shaltwhistle about, or make use of any violent,obscene,abusive, 
or disgusting language or create any disturbance by singing or beat of drums or by 
musical instruments or by preaching or do anything which shall attract crowds of 
spectators or audience,

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13. Begging within the market le strictly prohibited. 

14. No person resorting to the market shall spoil or make dirty the place or 
render them less useful or Insanitary . 

15. No weights and measures other than those recognised by Government as 
standard weights and measures and stamped as such shall be taken into or used in 
the markets. 
- 16. No person shall buy fish or other articles in the markets for purpose of 
resale there. 

17. No seller shall occupy more space than is absolutely necessary for the purpose. 

18. Articles brought into the markets shall be exposed for sale only in places 
if any set apart for the purpose or pointed out by the executive authority or any 
officer authorised by him . 

19. The executive authority or any person or officer authorised him may 
expel or cause to be expelled from the market any one who is disobeying anybyelaws 
in force in such markets or who is found thereon drunk or who quarrels or mis 
conducts as to be a nuisance to the visitors to the markets, or who is a lunatic and 
may prevent such person from further carrying on any trade orbusiness in themarket. 

20. Any occupier of stalls or open space in themarkets shall on demand by the 
executive authority or any officer authorised by him remove outside the markets 
or to such place inside it as he may direct any bamper box , barrel, receptacle or 
articles which the occupier has so disposed as in his opinion obstruct the way or 
overcrowd the space. 

21. The fees prescribed by Scheduled I shall be levied on articles brought into 
the public market for sale . The fees prescribed by Schedule il shall be levied on 
articles brought into the fish market for sale . 

22. The council shall in conspicuous placesat the entrances to the markets put 
up boards showing the fee leviable on the articles brought to the respective markets. 

23. The fees prescribed shall be paid at the entrance of the respective markets 
to the officer appointed by the executive authority or council or its lessees or their 
authorised agents duly recognised by the executive authority, of the lessees of the 
respective markets as the case may be and receipts given therefor. 

24. Any person found carrying on sale or exposing for sale articles within the 
premises of the markets without the receipts mentioned in the above bye-law shall 
be liable to prosecution . 

25. The Councilmay farm out either by public auction or in any other manner 
as may decided by the Council for a term which may extend to one year, the right 
to collect the fees from both or any of the markets. 

26. When for any reason whatever it is found not possible to sell by auction 
the right to collect the fees , arrangement shall be made by the Council for collecting 
the same departmentally. 

27. The lessees who take up the contract of the right of collection of such 
fees shall grant receipts for all the moneys collected by them . The receipts shall 
be prepared in duplicate, one copy to be given to the party making the payment, 
and the other to be retained by the lessee which shall be produced for inspection 
on demand by the executive authority or officer authorised by him . The receipts 
shall be of the form as may be prescribed by the Council or the executive authority 
and shallshow the item forwhich paymentis made, the amount paid , date of payment 
and nameof the contractor or his agent as the case may be 

28. The contract amount due from the lessee shall be payable in advance or 
otherwise in such instalments as may be laid down by the Council from time to time 
in default of which the amount shall be recovered with such penal interest as may 
be stipulated by the Council and as embodied in theagreementto be executed by 
the lessee in favour ofthe executive authority at the expense of the lessee unde: the 
Revenue Recovery Act, and the lessee being Itable in addition to summary eviction 
and for prosecution under the District Municipalities Act. 
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19. The lessee shall have license fasued to Mm under the dignature of the 
executive authority and the official seal of the Council permitting hin to make the 
collection which shall be produced for inspection whenever called upon to do 19 
by the executive authority or officer authorised by him . 

30. The lessee shall keep the respective markets and stalls well swept and in 
a clean and sanitary condition and shall put up such sluds or enclosures as may be 
directed by the executive authority . 

31. A breach of any of these bye-laws shall be punishable, x ) with line 
which may extend to rupees fifty or in case of a continuing breach with line which 
may extend to fifteen rupees for every day during which the breach continusafter 
conviction for the first breach or 

• (b) with fine which may extend to ten rupees for every day during which 
the breach continues after receipt of notice from the executive authority to dis 
continue such breach . 

32. The bye -law now in force are hereby repeale .

(b) regualte the erection , exhibition , fixation , retention or display of 
advertisements in any manner in places not prohibited under ( ). 

2. No person shall erect , exhibit, fix , retain or display or cause to be erected , 
exhibited , fixed , retained or displayed any advertisement in any street, road or 
public park or part thereof or in any place of public resort notified under 1(a).

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3. No person shall erect, exhibit, fix or retain or cause to erect, exhibit, fix 
or retain on or over any land, building ,wall; hoarding or structure or display or 
place in nonprohibited area whether publicor private without the written permission 
of the executive authority. 

4. All applications for such permission shall be made to the executive authorlty 
In the prescribed printed form which can be had from the Municipal Oferty

ş. Every such application shall be accompanied by the tax if any prescribed 
under the schedule to these bye-laws for each advertisement for the period for which

Section 326 (28) and (33) of the District Municipalities Act, 
(Approved by Government in Order R.Dis. 21064/ 55/DD, dated 23-4-1956.) 

In bye-law No. 1 dog does not include puppies below 3 months of age . 
1. No dog shall be kept within municipal limits without a license from the 
municipality . All licenses issued will terminate on the last day of the financial 
year unless it is cancelled carlier . 
G.921 . 
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(a) A half-yearly tax of annas four per dog will be charged for license. 

(5) Application for issue of license can be had from office on payment ol 
one anna per copy: 

( ) Every licensed dog will have to be provided with a metal badge to be 
fitted on the collar and always wear on the neck of the dog. The badge will be 
issued from the Municipal office on payment of annas four. 

3. All dogs without collars will be considered as stray dogs and will be liable 
to be destroyed at any time and in any place. 

4. Before any dog islicensed, or at any time afterwards the executive authority 
may require any person having the custody of any dog to have it inoculated with 
anti-rabic vaccine in such manner and on such terms as he may specify and it shall 
be the duty of such person to obey that requisition . 

5. Any dog found straying or for which a license has not been taken may be 
caught and destroyed by themunicipality after detaining it for one day and if it 
cannot be caught, it may be destroyed . 

6. Dogs detained under byelaw smay be released to their owners on payment 
of rupee one and after taking a license, after payment of the tax (if no license is 
already taken). If the dog has a badge, notice will be sent by the Sanitary Inspector 
or any person authorised on this behalf to remit rupee one within 24 hours. If 
no money is remitted within the time, the dog will be sold in auction or destroyed . 
7. Dogs detained and not released under rule 6*may 

(W) if they are valuable and not suffering from any infectious disease be 
sold in auction , 

(b) if not, they shall be destroyed . 
8. The executive authority may refuse license or cancel any license already 
issued, or stipulate any condition for the license on the ground that the dog is a 
source of danger or a nuisance to the public . If a condition is not complied with 
the license shall be cancelled . 

9. Any Sanitary Inspector or Veterinary Inspector may destroy any dog which 
in his openion is suffering from rabies or detain any dog ifhe suspects it be showing 
symptoms of rabies . 

10. The executive authority may direct that any dog which he knows or 
suspects to be suffering from rabies or which has been bitten or snapped by any 
rabid or suspiciousdog, jackal or other animal ,shall either be immediately destroyed 
or confined at the owner s expense in some place appointed for the purpose for 
such period as he may fix . 
• II. Any person who has in his possession any dog which he knows or has reason 
to believe to be suffering from rabies or to have been bitten or snapped at by any 
rabid or suspecious dog, jackal or other animal shall immediately intimate the fact 
in writing to the Sanitary Inspector. 

12. The executive authority may authorise any person to enter any premises: 
for inspecting, securing or destroying any dog. 

13. Whoever commits a breach of bye -laws 1, 2 , 4, 10 and 11 shall be punish 
able, 

(a) with a fine which may extend to rupees 30 and in case of a continuing 
breach with a fine which may extend to rupees , for every dog during which 
the breach continues after conviction for the first brcach

MUNICIPAL COUNCIL , ALWAYE. 
Bye-laws passed for the Management and Control of the 

Alwaye Municipal Library and Reading Room . 
(Approved under G.P. D ,DIS. No. 29431/56 LSG . dated 20-3-1957) 
1. The Library and Reading Room haugurated on 1-1-1132 under the 
auspices of the Municipal Council, Alwaye, shall be known by the name of Alwaye 
Municipal Library and Reading Room . 
The object of this institution shall 

be the diffusion of knowledge. It 
is chiefly intended for the citizens of this town . 

The ownership and control of this Institution and its properties shall vest 
in theMunicipal Council, Alwaye , subject to such rules as itmay prescribe from 
time to time. 

4. Themanagement ofthe Library and Reading Room shall rest in a Municipal 
Library Committee constituted by the Municipal Council and shall be subject to 
the following rules. 

s. The Municipal Library Committee shall consist of seven members consist 
ing of the Municipal Chairman , Commissioner three sitting members of the Council 
and two individuals outside the Council nominated by the Council. 

6. The Municipal Chairman and Commissioner shall be members of the 
Committee by virtue of their office. The other members shall be elected by the 
Council for periods of one year at a time. An out- going member of the Committee 
is eligible for re-election 

7. The Convener of the Municipal Library Committee shall be one of the 
members of the Committee elected by the Council and the Commissioner, its 
Secretary and correspondent. 

8. The Committee shall meet in the Municipal Office at least once every 
month and oftener if necessary . The responsibility of conveningmeetings shall be 
with the Convener . 

9. Members of the Committee absenting from three consecutive meetings 
of it, without reasonable cause and without notifying in advance to the Committee 
the cause of such absence shall loose the membership of the Committee. 

10. Vacancies of the Committee due to resignation or other causes shall 
be reported by the Secretary to the Councilat its next meeting itself. 

11. The Committee s quoram shall be three. It shall be presided over by 
the Chairman and in his absence by any member for the time being elected by the 
members present, to preside. 

12. Every member of the Committee shall have one vote and the Chairman 
shall have a second or casting vote in the event of votes being equal. 

13. The Municipal Council shall sanction the appointment of a full-time or 
part-time Librarian , and such other staff as are necessary for the day -to-day nanage 
ment of the Library and Reading Room . The Librarian shall be responsible for the 
stocks and accounts pertaining to the institution . Any person appointed as 
Librarian shall furnish a security of rupees one hundred 

14. The employees of the Library and Reading Room shall be under the 
complete diciplinary control of the Secretary of the Committee . 

15. There shall be two sections for the institution . One shallbe the Library 
and the other, the Reading Room . 

(a) Membership of the Library shall be divided into two classes A and B. 
A class members shall pay a monthly subscription of eight annas and B class 
members a monthly subscription of four annas. 

(b) The Reading Room shall be free to all persons. 

16. For the books taken out of the Library A classmember shall furnish in 
the Municipal Office a security deposit of rupees six and B class member rupees 
three. 
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17. A class member shall be privileged to take three books at a time and 
use them for a maximum period of two weeks and B class member, two books 
at a time for a maximum period of oneweek . 

18. Any person who makes a lump donation of rupees hundred in cash shall 
be eligible to become a life member of the Institution, and shall have all the pre 
vileges of "A classmember and shall not have the liability of paying the monthly 
subscription, security deposit, etc. ,as other members. 

19. Persons desiring to be enrolled as members of the Library shall apply 
to the Secretary in the prescribed form which can be had free along with the cash 
security and one month s subscription for the class desired . 

20. Personswho have not completed 18 years of age shall apply for member 
ship of the Library through their guardians and such guardians shall be responsible 
for all acts of their wards. 

21. The Committee shall have the power to refusemeinbership of the Library 
to any one if the Committee deems advisable. 

22. Membership of the Library is not transferable. 

23. The amountof damages to be paid by any member for any book or books 
damaged or lost shall be fixed by the Library Committee with reference to the 
value of the book, or value of similar books. Such amount shall be adjusted from 
the deposit amount and if it is in excess of the deposit amount the balance amount 
shall be recoverable from the members concerned according to the provisions in 
the District Municipalities Act. 

24. Members whose deposit amount has been set off or reduced and who 
desire to continue their membership have to furnish or recoupe the deposit. 

25. Any member withdrawing or removed from the membership of the 
Library shall be entitled to get back his deposit . 

26. Any member desirous of taking out books from the Library shall first 
apply to the Librarian and acknowledge receiptof the books when they are received. 

- 27. In respect of taking out books,the first applicant shallhave a prior claim . 
Such priority shall lapse if thebook applied for is not takenout by the priorapplicant 
within twenty -four hours. 

28. A fine of half anna per day per book shall be realised from the members 
failing to return books within the prescribed time. 

29. ( ) When there are more than one applicant for a book, the Librarian 
shall have the descretion to demand the return of the book before the end of the 
prescribed time or to restrict the period of issue. 

(b) The secretary shall have the power to demand by notice, addressed to 
any member or allmembers the return of bookstaken out by the member ormembers 
for purpose of verifying stock or for other purpose and the member or members 
shall be liable to return the books to the Library before the date specified in the 
notice. For the book or books not returned before the date specified in the notice 
the fine specified under rule 28 shallbe realised . 

30. Any member who defaults the subscription or fails to make good books 
lost or spoilt or acts in contravention of these rules shall be liable to have his name 
removed from the register after due notice and all amountsdue from him by way 
of subscription and otherarrears recovered according to the forgoing provisions . 

31. Subscription shall always be paid in advance within the Toth of every 
month . If any default ismade, it shall berealised after service of a bill as if it were 
dues to themunicipality. In addition it shall be open to the Secretary to realise 
the amount from the deposit the members concerned . The owner of such 


deposle from which the subscription has been adjusted shall pot bo « lowed the 
privilege of other members until the deposit is recouped . 
32. The following shall be holidays for the Library and Reading Room.:

The Committee shall have the power to declare any other day or days as holiday 
for the Library or Reading Room Section or for both . 

33. (a) The Reading Room shallbe open free to the public on all days except 
Mondays and the holidays mentioned above between 8 and 10 in the morning and 
4 and 8 in the evening. 

(b) Sundays will not be holidays. 
(e) The Library will function between 4 and 7 In the evening on the days 

+ 
mentioned above. 

34. Complete silence shall be observed in the Reading Room and the news 
papers and other publications kept there shall be handled with care. 
* . 35. No one shall remove outside the Reading Room or tear or soil any news 
paper or other publication that is keptin the Library and Reading Room . 

* 36. Books including reference books, newspapers and other publicaitons 
shall be permitted to be read within the premises of the Reading Room during the 
period it is open . Reference books shall in no case be allowed to be taken out. 

37. No one shall smoke or chew or chat or create any other disturbance 
within the Reading Room . 
38. Readers in 

Room shall submit to the control of the Librarian . 
Any person having any contageous diseases, or who is dressed in dirty cloths, or 
who is of suspicious conduct or character shall not be admitted to the Reading 
Room . 

39. Complaints, if any, against the Librarian or any other employees of the 
Library and Reading Room shall be made in writing to the Secretary 

40. All registers and accounts for receipts and expenditure prescribed for 
the Library and Reading Room shall be carefully maintained up to date by the 
Librarian and they shall be subject to the Scruitiny of the Chairman, Secretary 
and members of the Library Committee. 

41. The Librarian shall receive and grant prescribed receipts for all amounts 
received from the members by way of subscription of the Library and Reading 
Room . Such amounts and the collection book shall be submitted to the cashier 
at the Municipal Office on every Saturday and in case any Saturday is a holiday, 
on the next working day and thesignature of the cashier obtained on the collection 
book in token of receipt of the amount by him . 

42. The security deposits shall be paid by the members directly to the 
Municipal Office for which a separate revenue deposit register shall be maintained. 

43. Donations, grants, subscriptions, receipts from sale of old newspapers 
and magazines, etc., shall be credited under a separate head called " Receipts from 
Library and Reading Room " . 

H. A visitors diary shall be kept to endorse the opinions of distinguished 
persons visiting the Library and Reading Room . 

45. Any dispute arising about the interpretation of any of these bye-laws 
shall be decided by the Commissioner at the first instance and an appeal against 
that decision shall lie to the Council whose decision shall be final. 

46./ The Secretary shall, once every year, verify the stock of booksin the 
Library and other articles and he shall report to the Committee any deficiency noted 
by him . 


47. Any matter connected with the Library and Reading Room not coming 

48. A breach of any of these bye-laws shall be punishable with fine whic 
may extend to ten rupees and in case of continuing breach with fine which may 
extend to rupees five every day during which the breach continues after receipt 

49. Copies of these bye-laws shall be printed and supplied to the members 
at a cost fixed by the Council.
